“ It is well known that soles and heels 
of boots and shoes are cut from leather, 
and thatin this oppertion there are nu- 
merous cuttings which are thrown aside | 
as waste. If the pieces which are waste 
in the leather were cut from the hide 
they would not be subject to the tanning 
operation, and consequently there would 
be just s0 much saved in tanning; besides 
such pieces, when untanned, are 
readily useful as glue pieces, a character- 
istic which they lose when converted into 
leather, My invention consists in cutting 
from the hide the soles or heels, and sub- 
sequently subjecting them to the tanning 
process, By this invention the articles 
will be moat thoroughly subjected to the

Ammi Rubamah Cutter was 
a Man possessed of rare abilities, and of 
much Valent, great natural shrewdness 
upright, just in all his dealings, an out 
spoken man, and was always regarded 
Says a cotemporary of his time,‘ as a 
man in Whose counsel it would be safe te 
walk, a clergyman of deep thought, and 
pure and godly life.” 

In addition to the many embarrass 
ments and difficulties already stated, his 


religious belief “a ereed b 


sive to his people,”’t and in any 
neighboring clergy in auguet conclave 
gave sundry graye decisions which ulti- 
mately resulted in his dismissal. Mr 
Cutter was a fearless and successful ad 


vocate of truth, as he understood it, 


Waves seeking to do good for the sake of 
right. The Indians of the Saco, among 
whom he was an efficient laborer, for so 
long a period, Sullivan says,‘ eould not 
understand the Jangua of those fur- 
ther west within New England.” Nei 
ther were the words of their language 
“to be found in Elliot’s Bible.’ The 
“ Pickwocket and Ossipee tribea com 


posed the principal Indians with whom 
he traded, and for his own convenience, 
and to facilitate trade with them, Mr 
Cutter, at much personal inconvenience, 
labor and expense to himself, “* composed, 
a vocabulary which yet remains,” 

As before noted in these chronicles, he 
Was a captain of acompany in Sir Wil 


liam Pepperwell’s e rpedition for the sub 


jugation of Louisburgh, here as in every 
other position of his remarkable life, be 
madehis mark. His command was at 
tached to yCol, Moulton’s regiment from 
York County, 

It is a well known fact of history that 
Louisburgh capitulated June 16th, 1745 
Dr, Cutter remained with the army, and 
was detailed to remain as surgeon and 
and chief commandant of the fortress 
During this period there was much sick 
ness, and in Mareh, 1746, De. Cutter 
died at Louisburgh, in the midst of his 


usefulness, deeply regretted by all who
